The New Vessel to be Added to the 
British Navy. 


A Nobleand Shapely Ship—Description. 
of the Oraft-The Machine of the 
Fighting Ship to Obey the Will of 
One Man, 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

‘New York, June 26.~The London Standard 
gives a description of the construction and arma- 
ment of the Benbow, which, it is expected, will be 
added to the available shipsof the British Navy 
about the beginning of the year 1889. The writer 
in the Standard says of the Benbow: “She is a 
noble and shapely vessel, 380 feet long with 
breadth of 68§feet 6 inches, her draught being a little 
more than 26 feet forward and 27 feet aft. Her dis- 
placement is 10,000 tons, and the snip is to be pro- 
pelled by her twin screws, ata speed of not less 
than 16 knots an hour, with a forced draught. The 
engines, by Messrs. Maudsley, are to have an in di- 
cated horse-power uf 9,890, and this will probably be 
exceeded. The quantity of coal will, generally, be 
900 tons, but it will be possible to carry nearly 
1,200. The complement of men will be 480. In her 
construction the principle of water-tight subdivi- 
sion has been 5 — nsi N wo the 2 
compartments, large an very nearly 
200. The h is divided both lon tudinally and 
transversely, through the engine and boiler rooms, 
the effect bel to create two ne 
rooms and four separate boiler rooms. The middie 
line bulkhead passes along the length of the engine 
and boiler rooms, and between this line and the 
ship's side are two other bulkheads. d all is 
the wing passage, by which the interior of the ship 
can be traversed without interruption from end to

For- 
ward and aft there is an under-water protective 
deck, piated three inches thick, or nearly so, start- 
ing from the base of the transverse armored bulk- 
heads and extending tothe extremities of the ship. 
The unprotected ends above this lower plated dec 
are divided up into numerous water-tight 
compartments in which will be stowed 
cabies, provisions and various stores, The ship's 
ram is formed by a very strong wrought iron stem, 
connected with the armo eck, which comes 
down with a curve to the level of the ram. The en- 
tire lougitudiual strength of the plated deck is thus 
made to give stiffness tothe ram, side plates also 
being used to prevent any serious displacement.

A Missouri Judge.

The appearance of a Circuit Judge, practicing as 
an attorney in his own circuit, is an episode calcu- 
lated to call forth observation. Indeed it would be 
unnatural if it did not occasion very unfavorable 
comment, 

A few weeks ago, Judge Wear of the Twenty- 
third Circuit, baving some cases pending in his 
court at Poplar Bluff in which he was defendant, 
invitea Judge Fox of the Twentieth to hold an ad- 
journed term for him. 

The first case called for trial by Judge Fox on 
taking the bench, was one of Judge Wear’s “war 
cases —that is to say, one of the cases between 
himself and the Citizen newspaper publishers, 
growing out of the late newspaper war, and involved 
the question of an injunction restraining Judge 
Wear from the publication of the novator news- 
paper on the press and type in which the Citizen 
people claimed to be interested. 

We understand that, tho’ Judge Wear had four 
or five of the most eminent counsel at the bar, yet 
he assumed control of his case, and made it red 
hot“ from the beginoing, so much 80 that the bar, 
the court, the bystanders, looked and listened in 
astonishment ag the cyclone that followed. 

Although Judge Fox mildly, yet vigorously, pro- 
tested, he was powerless to put an end, in the ordi- 
nary mode of sending refractory lawyers to jail, 
and go finally had the submission withdrawn, and 
retired from the bench and returned ho me. 

We have, in a very few instances, had to criticise 
one or two of our Judges for attending political 
conventions and making political speeches. Cer- 
tainly that aind of conduct la not to be commended, 
but when a Ciroult Judge descends from the 
bench and appears as an attorney, in his own case, 
in his own circuit,and before a brother Judge of 
his own inviting—aias, what can be said?!

if such allotment was made, would be estopped 
from disposing of their property to outsiders and 
could quiy seil it to other Indians. At the time 
that Boudiuot promulgated his scheme the Indians 
had an idea that he was working in the interests of 
the white man and that the division of the lands 
was but a preparatory step towards a dissolution of 
the Indian Nation, and the throwing open of the 
Territory to the whites; hence the opposition with 
which he met.

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THE WHEAT CROP. 


One Hundred and Sixty Million Bushels 
Shortage in This Year’s Kleid. 
MILwaukxx, Wis., June 20.—8. W. Talmadge 
has prepared his monthly crop report and second 
estimate on the probable wheat yield of the United 
States for 1885. He says there is no longer a ques- 
tion as to the damage and loss to the winter wheat 
of this country. A falling off of 160,000,000 busheis 
in winter wheat from last year is a calamity, and is 
unprecedented in the history of wheat raising in 
the United States, The present condition of spring 
wheat is good, but there must be favorabie weather 
until harvest to produce the amount of wheat 
shown in the present estimates, as they are based 
on the present condition. The acreage in Minne- 
sota, Nebraska and Wisconsin is somewhat de 
creased, owa is about the same and Dakota 
slightly increased. The estimates as tabulated by 
States and Territories, are based upon late infor 
mation from the State Agricultural Departments 
and other reliable authorities, and are as nearly 


correct as estimates of this nature can be. The 
estimate shows the probable yieid of spring wheat 
to be 121,000,000 bushes, winter wheat 210,000,000 
bushels; total spring and winter, 381.000. 0 
bushels, From these figures it will be seen that 
the crop of 1885, compared with 1884, wil show a 
shortage iu winter wheat of 160,000,000 bushels, 
spring wheat, 22,000,000 busirels; total shortage of 
spring and winter wheat, 182,000,000 busheis. The 
ayerage yield of the United States fur five years 
past is 461,000,000 bushels. The estimate shows a 
shortage, compared with the average for five years 
past, of 100, 00, % Lushels. The report is suppie- 
mented by estimates of the yield by States. Iuese 
estimates agree closely to those sent out by the 
3 Press from the Farmers’ Review oa 
une

|Scenes of Misery and Woe in the 


Metropolis, 


How Four Families Manage to Live 
“Comfortably” in One Small Room— 
Bird Sellers and Their Tricks— 
Rum Drinking Girls and Women— 
Babes for Sale—The Profits of 
Match-Box Making. 


— — 


A tour ot e the heathen part of London is 
productive of lessons as sad as the scenes are re- 
volting. Stretching north, east and west of Rag 
Fair is a large sinoke-blackened district,which may 
be briefly summed up as the great metropolitan poor 
house, Amongst all the great slum districis of subur- 
banLondon,this carries off the palm for destitution, 
misery and the more loathesome, yet less danger- 
ous, forms of crime. The principal inhabitants are 
silk-weavers, bird-sellers, cage-makers, petty 
thieves and paupers; all miserably poor, and most 
of them sick and wea’ from Svercrowding, over- 
work and underfeeding. Here, scattered amongst 
large numbers of tiny hovels, like an elephant ina 
swarm of flies, are found those huge, overzrown 
five-story buildings, wherein human beings are 
crowded like sardines in a can, the stifling and. 
fetid atmosphere producing a feeling of nau oa 
upon those unaccustomed to inhale it. Ina house 
containing fifteen small rooms one usually finds 
about twenty-five families of from four to ten mem- 
bers apiece, averaging in all about 150 persons, 
men, women and children. A common practice, 
when the room can by any possibility be made to 
hold them, is to have one family in each of the four 
corners and one in the middle. 

Along Brick Lane aud some other streets is to be 
found the great bird mart of East London, corre- 
sponding to Seven Dials in the West, Nearly all of 
the houses in these streets are over bird stores, 
where every kind of British bird and many rare 
forcign ones may be purchased. 

About a mile away, down near the river, is that 
horrible locality known as Ratcliffe highway, which 
is something like Clabber alley only more so. It is 
near the great East India docks, and 
is the resort of sailors discharged from 


the shipping therein, who crowd into the highway 
with their gathered trophies in the shape of tropical 
birds, parrots, monkeys and animals of all de erip- 
tions, which they dispose of tothe dealers im Rat- 
ciiffe and Brick Lane, These bird stores form the 
aristocracy of Spitaitie ds. It is true their owners 
are miserabiy poor, but in contrast to the silk- 
weavers and bird-cage makers, they are like 
DIVES COMPARED TO LAZARUS. 

Fond as are these bird sellers of the bright 

lumed songsters of sunny lands, they are still 
fonder of tue sparrows otuer species indigen- 
ous to the soil, partiy because in their natural state 
these birds sell more quickiy, and 7 * from a 
reason that may be gathered from che following 
anecdote: “Prowling around the adjacent 
neiguborhood one day on the look 
out for ‘experience,’ the writer noticed 
a stall on which were a number 
of canaries, guid-fincies (mostly hens “warranted 
to be males) and other birds. Passing witha 
glance of curiosity first at the stall. and then at the 
vendor, I was arreste! by the litter, who thrust 
into my hands a cage contaiuing the most extra- 
ordinary specimen of the feathered tribes I ever 
beheld. is plummage was in stripes of rich crim- 
son, yellow and brownish grey aifernately. He 
had a tail on him like a minature bird of paradise, 
and a beak nearly as large asa parrot’s, indeed it 
was by this beak (peculiar to the gros-beaks) that 
I presentiy identified him. 

“Only a shillin’ yer ‘onner least Ways my lady,” 
said the salesman, E comes frum furring parts” 
he added, seeing that my atiention was arrested, 
“and sing, he sings like a mightiazale, he do,“ con- 
cluded this veracious son of Satan turning his dis- 
honest optics up to heaven. Only one shilling, nine- 
pence, sixpence, there] you can hev ii fur thrup- 
peuce , lady.“ 

A very cursory examination revealed the fac 
that the bird was 4 common Euglish hawfinch, who 
has no more song in him taan a carrion crow; 
which, with an ingenuity worthy a better cause, 
the owner had adorn with the plumage of a 
canary and acardinal. The tail was manufactured 
from the longer tail-feathers of several, birds, and 
altogether the songster was a sight worth seeing. 
Returning the cage with a smile and a shake of the 
head, I bestowed the coveted shilling, and passed 
on, amused at tue inge:\uity of the deception. 

This man was a geuius in bis way, for some 
weeks afterwards I met him out West with a bar- 
row of tortoises. A smail crowd was surging round 
the barrow, and 1 stepped up to see the cause. 
‘Tortoises and their eg¢s—Idid only this morning— 
fresh for breakfast t0-iuerrow!” yelled the vendor 
of miscellaneous live stock. “Ladies and gents, 
each tortoise you buy is accompanied by its egg, 
laid this morning. The greatest delicacy 
to be found on the tables of the Henglish harris- 
tocracy. Honly sixpence a jot—tortoise hand hegg. 
A tortoise, lady? Honly sixpence. Give yer this 
httie un for fourpence.“ 

The London sireet-vender is not to be balked by 
go small a need as a repti.e’s egg. For, if it is not to 
hand, he does not hesitate to manufacture one. 
The tortoises in this Case were right enough, but 
the eggs were the eggs of plovers, which just then 
were à drug iu the market, Catching sight of 
them in a butterman’s, 4he man with true cockney 
ingenuity had conceived the briiliant idea of 
turning chem to account, not without success, for

bought the reptiles aud eggs up rapidly, and 
when I passed, on my Way home, the salesman 
cleared his barrow and was moving off. 

Of linnets and chaffinches a curious use is made, 
and with them a sport is practised, which, I believe, 
is uliar to Kast London. These birds are care- 
fully tramed to sing at the wurd of command, and 
singing matches are held in various taverns, at 
Which a good deal of betting goes on, Both the 
linnet aud chaffinch singin short “bursts” of melody, 
each tune scoring oae. ‘The competing birds, which 
may be two, four or six, up to twenty in number, 
tuougn a single pair are most usual, are 
placed in their cages on u tavle, all other birds re- 
moved from the reom, aud perfect silence eajoined. 
The owners then gwe the word of command. 
Either fifteen or soy gaara — is „NN and 
the bird who utters grea hum of songs 
in the given time is declared: winner, wiile his 
Owner, not without satisfaction, pockets the stakes.

‘How much do you get for this work?“ I 
inquired, taking up one of the neatly ed boxes 
“Two-pence ha-penny (five cents) a thousand, 
ma'am,” said the little girl (the boy was still in my 
arms, and had fallen — from sheer weariness 
and in the pleasurabie relief from his crouching po- 
sition). “By working hard we can just make 1,000 
iu a day, and we give a half penuy towards the 
‘rint,’ and the ‘tuppence’ buys us bread enough till 
the next day.“ 

Would you not like to get these children intoa 
children’s hospital, where they would be cured if 
cure were possible, and be given plenty of wuole- 
some food and fresh air?’ | asked the mother. 

Deed an’ I would ma am, if it were somewhere 
where I could go and see them sometimes,” said 
the woman, while the tears ran down her face. 
“It's hard upon the poor little. children having to 
work all the day. sick and in pain, but we can’t 
afford to keep em idle. Poor folks must work, 


sick or well.“ 
I COULD DO NOTHING 

then but give each of the poor little. children” 
a shilling, which made them absolutely hysterical 
with delight, but my reudera may be Flad to learn 
that withina week boti the littié ones were ad- 
mitted into one of the great institutions where, six 
months after, the boy died more peacefully than 
he had lived. It will be easily imagined that life 
as described above, is not couducive to either 
purity or morality, Marriage is almost uiterly 
unknown to those born in the dis 
trict; and none of these poor cfrea- 
tures have ever heard the name of God 
otherwise than in blasphemy. Probably they would 
nut know the meaning of the word reiizion., white 
their ideas of morality are as hazy as those on 
Christianity. The horribie crime of incest is com- 
mon amongst them; and now and again some pe- 
culiarly repuisive case comes z before the public 
througa the newspapers. On the other hand, the 
immorality which parades itself on the street is un- 
known in these localities; and their vicious habits 
arise rather from ignorance than depravity. 

Happily or unhappily, fearful pestilences rage 
every summer in the East London, carrying tne 
wretched inhabitants off by thousands. The 
neiguborhood is never free, winter or summer, 
from frequent though comparatively isolated cases 
of typhus, smali-pox and maiignant svariet fever. 
In tne summer all these diseases assume an 
epidemic form, and it iajhere that those raging pest- 
ences which now and again ravage London Lrom 
Belgra via to Shadweil always originates. it will 
easily be seen, therefore, thatthe dangers of vis- 
iting London slums are not whoily coufined to pos- 
sible assaults, murder, or sudden death. I have 
said that the weavers and extremely poor workers 
of Spitaifieids do not drink. But there is a Cass 
that does, St. Giles and Spitaifields are so closely 
connected that prubavly few, save the parish clergy 
know where the dividing line commences. Si. 
Giles is inhabited chiefly by a mixture of thieves, 
costermongers, Street merchanis, and persons who 
pick up a iiving When and where they can, some o. 
whom flow over ito Spitailieids. Here is the 
strooghoid of the common lodging house and tue 
common gin palace. At night the faring gas lamps 
Outside these earthly belis br.ghten up the streets 
for huadreds of yards. Every street corner has its 
palace. Within men, women and children press 
round the bar, swüliug the deadly Loudon made 
poison miscatied 

GIN, 

which is a mixture of dangerous and flery acids 
mixed with about tarte per gout of ja» 
cohol. Women whose trailing and flihy 
rags tcarce cover their shivering flesh, 
exchange the pence that they have begged or stolen 
tor cup after cup of poison. There is uo social joy 
in this drinking, no interchange of hilarity. Men 
and women alone in their shame are situply pour- 
img the Lurning poison down their throais, to stay 
fora moment the maddening cravings of the dis- 
ease called aiconoiism, When too drunk to stand, 
the tavern-keeper picks them up by the coliar, or 
whatever stands for tuat adornment, aud flings 
tuem out into the road, There they may be run 
over by passing Vevicies or gathered into the com- 
mon fold oy the mere merciini policeman. ‘There, 
— from 10 years old and upwards, abandoned,

ply their vile trade; their flowing hair, covering as 
with a veil of modesty, their half-naked forms. 
Outside are those wuo have spent all their money 
and are suivering on the, steps of the refuge tLey 
dare not enter. Mothers are oilering for sale to 
auyone—anyone wio will buy, literally at eru-y 
price fer ke, the infant from their breast. 
Strange to say these babies are bought, sometimes 
by puilamthropic peopie, more oiten y those 
unsexed flends, who ma«e a business of buying and 
training girl children for lives of shame. Hun- 
dreds of iiegitimate children from all parts of the 
country are purcaased for this purpose. Those 
whose beauty is above question are sold to nuble- 
men, at from 14 to 16 years of age, at fabulous 
prices. The plain ones are sent upon the streets at 
10 years ot uge. Tue taverus of London, with their 
brilliant illuminat oa3, ruin their (bousands every 
year. Native born Americans Can svarcely imagive 
the attraction these warm, liguted, cueerful look- 
ing places, sO. different to our quiet, 
unostentatieus suburban saloons, bold 
for the man and woman whose  miser- 
able ailey is unlighted, whose wretched hovel is un- 
warmed, whose ode is a crust, It is so difficult,” 
says a recent writer, “to 22 tempel ance to 
men aud women whose life is so nard tuai they are 
constantly tempted to drown remembrance. At 11 
p. m. the jaw of England requires every tavern not 
to close, but to be cused; aud iu England law un 
kept. oe to the unwary taveri-keeper wnose 
hgat is burning five minutes past the hour. Before 
the last stroke bas sounded tne entire hordes within 
are swept out literaliy with brooms, every light is 
out, tue doors ciosed and the ere-while roisterers 
of the orient return to the too crowded bed at the 
common lodging house, or the hovel where the rain 
is gently dropping tirouga tue roof.

all under a despotie government and perhaps 
a strong priestly influence.” The cen- 
ter of s lost civilization in the 
opinion of President Bartlett was south- 
Weitern Illinois. No attempt is made to ex- 

lain the manner of the extinction of these no- 

le men at the hand of the common-place In- 
dian of history; but all manner of facts are 
brought out with a view of establishing an an- 
nt probability that this hypothetical race 

had some blood relatives in the choicest spots of 
the Old World. ‘The bronze found in Peru, for 
example, has substantially the same propor- 
tions of copper and tin as the imens found 
at Thebes.

How the Influence of Mohammedan- 
ism Has Affected the People of India. 
From F. Marion Crawford in Harper's Magazine. 


As regards the influence of the Muslims in 
India, there is much to be said, both good and 
bad. That the Musselman faith is superior as 
an ethic institution to the Brahmanic belief 
may well be doubted. If the principles which 
govern the lives of the best Brahmans could be 
clearly and succinctly taught, they would be 
found to contain excellent elements of blic 
morality. Unfortunately, however, Brahman- 
ism is dressed aud adorned with a multitude of 
symbolisn and tawdry idolatry which only 
confuses the simple minded, and furnishes food 
for the sarcasms of the wise. The danger of 
symbolism is everywhere the same. The ig- 
norant will always confound the symbol wit 
the attributes of that God in whose honors 
symbols are invented. ‘ 

It is for this reason that Brahmanism, or 
Hinduism, by which I mean to signify the 
principal Brahmanic sects of worship now pre- 
valent in India, has degenerated into the gross- 
est idolatry as far as the mass of Hindus are 
concerned. Mohammedanism, on the other 
hand, has inaintained in a great measure its 
original faith in an invisible and supreme God. 
This is due to the extremr simplicity of the re- 
ligion in its beginnings, excluding as it does 
every kind of image workship by the prime 
prohibition, ‘Thou shalt not make a graven 
image of anything having a soul.” That is 
— way the prophet worded his command, 
and it has been interpreted to mean every liv- 
ing thing. Mohammedan rulers have never 
even stamped their coins with portraits of 
epi but only with superscciptions and 


tes. 

But the Hindu mind is naturally very imag- 
inative, and is not easily satisfied with any sim- 
ple form of belief. The three-hundredfold 
pantheon offers some especial attraction to each 
individual, and, as among the Egyptians of old, 
every man may carry his god in his pocket, 
without apy particular disbelief in his neigh- 
bor's favorite deity, who may be quite as pow- 
erful, but is not so sympathetic to his own 
taste. On the whole, a Hindu is more likely to 
turn atheist than to become a Mohammedan, 
and the conversion of Hindus to Christianjty 
has been entirely insignificant. The only con- 
versions of any historical importance were 
those of St. Francis Xavier, who made Chris- 
tians of the inhabitants of Goa, in southern 
India, by a wen process of persuasion now 
no longer employed in matters of religion. 

The Mohammedans brought with them to 
India their faith, their strong, manly charac- 
teristics and their wonderful architectnre, 
which has entirely pervaded the land. It is 
almost always Brace matty to distinguish Mcham- 
medans from Hindoosat sight. They generall 
wear beards, whereas the Hindoo is shaved, 
save for his mustache; they are more erect, 
more muscular, and of bolder aspect; they 
wear their clothes differently, for all Mahom- 
medans button their white linen garments or 
their cloth caftans as we do—that is to say, the 
left side is brought over the right—whereas all 
Hindoos button the right side of their coats 
over the left. But whenever there tre Mussnl- 
mans there ig will find their graceful mira- 
| nets and their mosques, their domed sepulchers 
and solitary tombs, their light balconies and

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AMERICAN SILK. 


Raising Cocoons in This Country Not 
Likely to be an Important Industry. 
From Harper’s Magazine. 


The silk industry, which has become so large 
an interest in this country, is purely a manu- 
facturing its raw material alto- 
, duty free. Thefmanufact- 
urers do notexpect much result from silk-rais- 
ing in America, chiefly because they think silk 
cannot be well reeled in this country at any 
satisfactory price. A demand for protective 
duties on the raw material would also tend to 
reduce the margin for manufacturers, should 
silk growing become an interest of importance. 
It is stated that girls in the French fllatures 
earn only from one to one and a half francs 
(20 to 30 cents) a day, and in those of Italy 7 
centimes toa franc (15 to W cents) f 
hours’ work, while equally skilled labor here 
should return nearly a $1. Moreover, silk 
valued at $4 to $5 per pound can be t to 
New York from Japan at from 3 to 8 cents per 
potnd freight. 
The promising field for American silk grow- 
ing in America seems, therefore,to be restricted 
chiefly to that of a subsidary industry for 
women and children, who would not otherwise 
be at work, and then under the disadvantage 
of “house reeling.” Whether the production 
of cocoons, not for reeling, but for direct use 
by the growing industry of sun-silk manfact- 
ure, might prove profitable, is very question- 
able in view of the low price (about 75 cents 
per pound) paid for cocoons.

The scheme for building a Baptist hospital in 
this city is one of greater importance than at . first 

pears, and has commended itself so favorably to 
— church men in this city that at the ministers 
meeting Monday Dr. W. H. Mayfield was given the 
sympathy of that body in his efforts to arouse Bap. 
lat sentiment to the donating point. According to 
Dr. Mayfield, singular as it may seem, this large 
and aggressive denomination has no hospital in the 
United States under its own auspices, although 
there is hardly another sect that has not a eee 
for its sick. this State there are 100,000 Bap- 
tists, and they, itis claimed, ought to be able to 

ve the enterprise a substantial start, especialiy as 
foal pride should cause them to look with favor 
upon a plan to make this a center of at least one 
— taftaence. Dr. Mayfield doesn't expect that 
any efforts will be made toerect apartment build- 
ings until $60,000 or $70,000 anyway is raised, and 
does not taink the plans will emerge from the 
inchoative state for several years yet. However, 
there seems to be a general desire with those who 
are urging along the larger idea that a temporary 
hospital be opened in the immediate future so that 
some knowledge may be gained of the need of 
such an hospital. The permanent institution, as 
already outlined, would include a number of wards, 
about thirteen, built in a circie around a five-acre 
lot, the center of which might be attractively sod- 
ded and planted with trees. This would leave 
plenty of room for building additional wards 
should necessity of it appear. Dr. Mayfield wiil 
visit various neighboring ministerial associations 
this summer and hopes to gain definite expressions 
from adjoining States before fall.
